My mother had 
sent a wire to her sister telling 
her to meet us in Pespire, the 
next nearest town to the place 
where they were (it is inac- 
cessible by car as yet) and the 
whole town knew that Mary 
Susana Doub was loóking for 
relatives, and the whole town 
was standing on its doorways 
looking for the "gringos" and 
to see what they looked like.

AII the relatives remembered 
Mrs. Nash as a small child, but 
all the older relatives and 
friends remembered Mrs. Doub 
‘and particularly remembered 
Mr. Doub, There in that land 
where titles don't come easy, 
he was always known to rela- 
tives and friends as "Don En- 
rique," They remembered him 
in spots even when Mrs. Doub 
was not remembered. 

We had the pleasure of sight- 
seeing all over the very modern 
capital They have the traffic 
situation licked—all one-way 
streets, ride like mad, and just 
dpn't run over a policeman.

- Classify

The December issue of the 
Reader's Digest carries a splen- 
did article by Ben Lucien Bur- 
man about our Seminole In- 
dians. I liked it particularly be- 
cause from my personal exper- 
ience with the Seminoles and 
knowledge of their character 
and customs, I found that the 
author's story entitled, “Flor- 
ida's First Families, the Sem- 
inoles," was authentic. 

Florida has reason to be proud 
of her Indian population for 
they are a fine-people, proud, 
honorable, gentle and peace lov- 
ing. In 1925 it was my privilege 
to visit a number ofyisidian Vil- 
lages deep in the heg? of 
‘Glades in company with ihe 
late Stanley Hansot> of Ft. My- 
ers who was then Indiañ Agent 

Hanson spoke the native ton- 
gue of both the Cow Creeks 
and the Miccosukees, the two 
tribes that make up the Semin- 
ole Nation. A stranger does not 
find it easy to get acquainted 
with the Indians unless he 
comes properly inroduced by 
someone the Indians know and 
trust. 

In his artcle, Burman tells of 
the Indian's deep respect for 
all forms of life and I can per- 
sonally vouch for this. As a 
member of the Tamiami Trail 
blazers in 1923, our party with 
one of them 
a high ranking medicine .man, 
arrived at the head of the Tur- 
ner River to find a pool alive 
with moccasin snakes, One of 
our party killed a large snake 
and the Indians were so disturb- 
ed that it was all Stanley Han- 
son could do to pacify them 

He finally made them under. 
stand that the White man is 
ignorant of the Indian's phil- 
osophy and in killing the snake 
did not mean to break a tradi- 
tional law or offend. 

The Indian reasons that he 
has no right to harm the wild 
creatures of his domain except 
to obtain food. He tells you that 
they were there first and it is 
their home and was before even 
the Indian came. He explained 
that the Indians do not fear the 
snake for he is their friend and 
if they mind their business, he 
will mind his 

To prove this one of our guides 
offered to put on a demonstra- 
tion for our benefit. Then he 
alked among those crawling 
snakes on the bank of the pool
